growth of stalks which were well ear­ 
ed, but so mellow was the surface 
kept that the crop was able to w ith­ 
stand protracted dry w eather in much 
better shape than richer and heavier 
land which was not so well tilled, not­ 
w ithstanding It had a coarse gravel 
subsoil. 
A lot of farm ers who have 
driven past this field have been won­ 
dering w hat magic was used on it. It 
was just a m atter of cultivation of the 
soil which unlocked Its possibilities, in 
spite of the fact th at its fertility w as 
badly depleted. The same cultivation, 
coupled with m anure aud clover, would 
accomplish even better results. These 
three things ought to be tried on thou­ 
sands of farm s through the cotton, 
corn and small grain belts.

Peary has substantiated his claim to 
having reached the 
North 
Pole on 
April 9 this year will be given to the 
public about the last of this week, 
bearing th e endoreem ent of the board

m anagers of 
the 
National Geo­ 
graphic society. Soon thereafter Com­ 
m ander Peary will probably go on the 
lecture platform, and if he accepts an 
invitation about to be extended to him, 
he will make his first appearance In 
W ashington under the direction Of the 
National Geographic society. The so­ 
ciety has indicated that it would be 
pleased to have Commander Peary lec- 
tureon Nov. 12. 
That the National Geographic so­ 
ciety. after proper investigation, is sat­ 
isfied that Peai$* reached the pole, was 
indicated by a member of the organ! 
zatlon. who said: “We will invite him 
to address us here this month. 
That 
ought to satisfy you as to what we 
think of Peary's exploit in the polar 
regions." 
Commander Peary arrived here in 
response to a request of President 
W illis L. Moore, of the Geographic 
society, that he appear before a sub 
com m ittee of the society appointed to 
pass on his data and instrum ents and 
to offer such other evidence bearing 
on his dash to the pole as he cared 
to submit. A portion of Commander 
Peary’s data was placed in the hands 
of the sub-' lm m lttee last week.

IV.— Animal Parasites.

HERE are two general classes 
of parasites that affect ani­ 
mala—external and Internal. 
Chief among external para­ 
sites are lice. 
These live in the hair 
next to the skin, feeding on it and 
causing the animal great annoyance. 
Not only that, but animals badly af­ 
fected with lice run down greatly in 
flesh, look bad and soon become mon­ 
ey losers for their owners. 
There are 
many kinds of lice affecting horses, 
cattle and swine, with a few species 
that confine their attention to sheep 
and goats. 
These lice are of two 
kinds—sucking and biting. 
The treat­ 
ment is much the same for both kinds, 
so that it will not be necessary to 
treat them separately. 
Lice are sometimes difficult to find, 
even when they are present In con­ 
siderable numbers. 
This is especially 
true of long haired animals. 
The 
neck, shoulders and root of tail are 
the places most frequently affected. 
RimtdiM For Lie#. 
One of the best remedies for lice on 
bogs and cattle is crude petroleum. 
That which has been prepared espe­ 
cially for this purpose by having some 
of the kerosene taken out is best to 
use. 
It can be purchased for about 
$5 a barrel. 
The oil can be applied 
with a spray pump or with a paint 
brush, care beiug taken to nee that 
the 
animal 
is 
thoroughly 
covered. 
Only 
one application 
Is 
necessary, 
since the oil will adhere to the hair 
for two weeks or longer, killing the 
young lice as they hatch. 
This treatment, because of its greasi­ 
ness. cannot be applied to horses that 
are being used nor to milk cows. 
For 
these kerosene emulsion is a good 
remedy. It is prepared as follows: Dis­ 
solve one-half pound of soap iu one 
gallon of boiling water. 
Remove from 
fire and add two gallons of kerosene. 
Churn violently with a spray pump or 
paddle until a white, creamy mass is 
formed. 
This is prei>ared for use by 
adding nine parts of water to oue of 
the mixture. 
It eau be applied with a 
brush or rag wbeu ouly a few animals 
are to be treated, 
lf many are affect­ 
ed they can be shut in a small yard 
and soaked thoroughly with a spray 
pump. 
A second treatment at the end 
of eight days will be necessary to kill 
the young lice that hatch. 
Any of 
the coal tar dips eau be used in the 
same way. Crude carbolic acid diluted 
with JOO parts of water is also a good 
remedy for lice. 
These liquid applications cauuot well 
be used in whiter, and it Is at that 
time that the lice are the worst. They 
often become especially troublesome 
ou colts toward spriug. 
Pyrethrum. 
or insect powder, dusted into the hair 
will kill many of the parasites. 
To­ 
bacco dust may also be used. Sulphur 
and lard, mixed to form an ointment 
aud rubbed into the infested places, 
are effective. 
The simple way to handle lice on 
hogs is to dip them. 
A dipping bink 
can be cheaply made by digging a bole 
the required size and putting a thick 
layer of cement on the inside. 
Tie? 
end at which the hogs come out should 
U- sloppy:, with cleats to give them 


the maggots make their way Into the 
mouth und from there bore through 
the flesh of the back. which they reach 
early the next spring. The best reme­ 
dy is to kill the warbles in the backs 
of the cattle by squeezing them out 
and crushing them. 
Thus they are 
prevented from dropping to the ground 
and developing into flies to lay eggs 
for next season’s crop of warbles. 
Horses are considerably bothered by 
bot flies. The bot fly lays its eggs on 
the front legs and breast of the ani­ 
mal. 
Aa these hatch the larvae are 
taken into the mouth of the horse and 
find their way to the stomach, where 
they attach themselves to the walls. 
If present only in small numbers the 
effects are not noticeable, but in large 
numbers 
they 
seriously 
affect 
the 
health of the horse and sometimes 
even cause death. As there is no way 
to dislodge the bots after they have 
once attached themselves to the stom­ 
ach, the only way to combat them is 
by prevention. 
This can be accom­ 
plished by scraping the eggs off the 
horse’s legs every day or so with a 
blunt knife or rubbing over them a 
rag wet with kerosene. 
Flies. 
Among the most troublesome ex­ 
ternal parasites of horses and cattle 
are flies. 
During the summer months 
they cause great loss of flesh and re­ 
duction of milk flow. The numbers of 
these pests can be greatly reduced by 
preventive measures. 
Flies breed in 
manure piles and refuse of ail kinds. 
By keeping the yards as clean as pos­ 
sible and sprinkling any manure that 
J* left with lime the multiplication of

a toe hold. 
The tank should be deep 
enough so that they w*Ill be completely 
submerged. By having a chute leading 
up to the tank a herd of hogs can be 
dipped in a very few minutes. 
Coal 
tar dips are as good as anything for 
this purpose. 
The dipping will have 
to be repeated in eight to ten days. 
Such a dipping is also effective for 
mange and other skin diseases and 
will add to the thrift of the hogs. 
One of the best ineaus of controlling 
lice as well as other parasites is pre 
vention. 
Get the animals free from 
them and then do not bring a new- 
animal on to the place until you are 
sure that it is free from parasites. 
Ticks and Bots. 
lo the southern jwrts of the United 
States and in Mexico cattle are badly 
troubled with ticks. 
Not ouly are 
these ticks injurious for the damage 
they do themselves, but they also serve 
as carriers for Texas fever germs, be­ 
ing one of the most important means 
of spreading this disease. 
Dipping is | 
the most practicable remedy f»*r cattle j 
ticks. 
Dipping vats for cattle are ar- j 
ranged much the same as for hogs and , 
sheep, only on a larger acale. 
The warble causes considerable trou- ! 
hie with cattle. The eggs are laid dur­

the i»ests can be greatly discouraged. 
The worst of the fly family is the horn 
fly. 
This is a small Mack fly. attack­ 
ing cattle chiefly. 
It has a habit of 
gathering about the shoulders and 
horns at night, which gives it its name. 
One of the most effective means of 
dealing with the horn fly Is to apply 
repellent 
mixtures 
to the animals. 
Equal parts of fish oil and tar or axle 
grease can l*e used. 
One application 
will last a week or ten days. 
Spray­ 
ing 
with 
kerosene emulsion 
helps. 
though this will not last nearly as long 
as the o.her remedies. 
Kerosene emul­ 
sion or carbolic acid solution is oue of 
the best remedies for horseflies. 
Oils 
cannot Is? used on horses because of 
their disagreeable character. 
Good fly 
nets do a great deal to keep flies away. 
Sheep Parasites. 
Sheep are more frequently affected 
with parasites than any other domes­ 
tic anima]. The worst of the external 
ttarasites is the scab mite. This is an 
insect so small that it can hardly be 
seen without a magnifying glass 
It 
causes the formatiou of scabs, nuder 
which it hides. 
Any of the standard 
dips can be used to combat it. 
The 
lime-sulphur dip is usually regarded 
as the most effective. 
It is made by 
slaking twenty pounds of fresh lime 
and twenty-five pounds of sulphur to­ 
gether with water to make up to IOO 
gallons 
Boil 
twenty 
minutes 
and 
strain before using. 
The scab mite is 
a hard pest to kill, and the dipping 
must t>e thorough. 
The mixture is 
more effective if kept heated to IIG 
degrees F. 
The sheep should be held 
in the solution until the scabs are 
thoroughly soaked. 
Rubbing the dip 
into the scabs w ith a stiff brush makes 
the treatment more certain. 
It should 
be rebated in ten days. 
Dipping in 
the spring just after shearing and 
again in the fall will do much to keep 
the scab mite In control. 
The same 
treatment is effective for ticks and 
lice. 
The worst internal parasite of sheep 
is worms. 
They cause more losses in 
the sheep business than all other para­ 
sites and disease combined. 
A “best” 
remedy for worms has not yet been 
discovered. 
As good a plan as any is 
a tablespoonful of turpentine in five 
of milk. This is more of a prevention 
than a cure. 
Begin when the lambs 
are three weeks old and give a dose 
every three weeks until the last of Oc­ 
tober. Keep them off feed twelve hours 
before drenching. 
Great care must be 
taken in drenching a sheep to keep 
from strangling it. 
Another goes! rem­ 
edy is one-half ounce of arica nut mix­ 
ed with three grains of santonin aud 
dissolved in three ounces of milk. For 
lambs only half this dose should be 
given. Give a dose every day for three 
days. 
Worms In Pigs. 
Pigs are often badly affected with 
worms. 
Much of the so called hog 
cholera is only a bad case of worms. 
Unthriftiness and coughing are the 
most common symptoms. 
Oue of the 
best remedies is jiowdered sulphate of 
iron given at the rate of as much as 
can be piled on a ten cent piece to 
the hundred j m u h k I s of jug. 
Mix vs itll 
slop and give every morning for a 
week or two weeks if the pigs at 
badly affected. 
Be sure that each pig 
gets his share. 
If they are not given 
any supper the night lie fore the ic 
uy will be more effective. 
After the 
treatment the litter around the yard 
should Is* raked up and burned to de­ 
stroy the worms and egg's 
This is a 
precaution which It will be prudent ti I 
to iii : J *• t 
if ii is e\)»e ted lil t! .Ul»
